All lemon growers belonging to 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change in this vicinity have re- 
ceived an interesting letter from 
C. C. Teague, president of the Ex- 
change, giving information in re- 
gard to the lemon situation at the 
present time. He calls attention 
to what might be termed the over- 
production of lemons this year and 
that present indications for next 
year’s crop point to a sit::ilar 
surplus, Only 75 per cent of lemons 
now being picked are shipped into 
the markets; the balance, madi 
up of the lower grades, are ship- 
ped to Corona. 

All growers are urged to stand 
by the “lemon men’s agreement’ 
adopted last spring to limit num- 
ber of cars shipped so that a 
reasonable price might be secur- 
ed to the growers for their best 
grades. Independent shippers are: 
seeking to break down this agree- 
ment and if they succeed, Mr. 
Teague points out, the market will 
be demoralized by an oversup- 
ply and neither the independent | 
or the Exchange growers will re- 
ceive prices sufficient to cover 
cost of production and shipping.
